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MINISTRY OF LABOUR 
ORDER 

New Delhi, the 25th October, 1989 

S.O. 854 (E) .—Whereas the Central Government is of the opinion that 
industrial disputes exist between the employers in relation to the following 
subsidiaries of tlie National Textile Corporation, namely, NTC (UP) LTD.. 
NTC (MP) l4d„ NTC (APKK & M) Ltd., NTC (WBAB Sc O) Ltd., NTC 
(DP & R) Ll'D., NTC (TN & P) LTD., NTC (Guj) Ltd. and NTC (MN) 
Ltd. and the Biitish India Corporation and their workmen in respect of tlie 
matters spedfied in the Schedule hereto annexed; 

And whereas the said disputes ipyolve a question of national importance 
and are of such a nature that industrial establishments situated in more than 
one State are likely to be interested in, or affected by, such disputes ; 
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And whereas the Supreme Court of India in its order dated 29-9-1989 on 
the Petition for Special Leave to Appeal (Civil) No. 12730 of 1988 (AN) 
(from the judgment and order dated 7-10-88 of the High Court of Calcutta 
in writ petition No. Nil of 1988) in connection with the Writ Petition No. 101 
of 1987 has directed tlrat a National Industrial Tribunal be constituted which 
shall conclude the proceedings in relation to matters specified in tlie Schedule 
as expeditiously as possible, preferably within a period of 9 months after its 
constitution and remit a copy of its findings to tlie Supreme Court within a 
periocl of one month from tlie date of its findings; 

Now, tlierefore, tiie Central Government — 

(i) in exercise of the powers conferred by section 7B of tlic Industnal 
Disputes Act, 1947 (14 of 1947), hereby constitutes a National In¬ 
dustrial Tribunal with headquarters at Bombay and appoints jus¬ 
tice Sltri M. S. Jamdar as its Presiding Officer; and 

(ii) in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (lA) of section 
10 of the said Act hereby refers the industrial disputes in respect 
of the matters specified in the Schedule to the said National Indus¬ 
trial Tribunal tor adjudication and remittance of a copy of its 
findings to the Supreme Court of India in compliance witlt the 
aforesaid order.
